When The Boys Come Home-What 
Will Be Your Attitude of Thought 


(C. E. CRAWFORD, Psychologist; 


Our trouble in the pa»t has been that 
•we have laid too much stress on seen 
things, or the material part of our be­ 
ing—our bodies and intellectual minds. 
We have given very little thought to 
our real, or higher selves; therefore our 
growth for past centuries has been 
along temporal or material lines, rather 
than along the higher lines, and it is a 
natural consequence, cause and effect, 
that many of us are out of balance or 
adjustment, not only as individuals, but 
as a nation; also the other nations of 
the earth, and this great world-war is 
getting us back into balance nnd ad­ 
justment. Now that we arc awake, we 
can easily sec its purpose; when we get 
off on the wrong track we have to be 
jolted to wake us up, and it required 
this big jolt to wake us up as a nation. 


And now with authority back of us 
end guiding us, we are adjusting our­ 
selves to many things and conditions 
that a few years ago would have seem­ 
ed impossible. All these things only go 
to prove most conclusively that our 
lives here are largely made up of habit 
(habit of thought) t follows out the law 
of suggestion, and shows that it is 
just as applicable to a wrong, destruc­ 
tive principle as it is to the good and 
constructive. This is evidenced by the 
principle approved by the German gov­ 
ernment, and adopted by its people, a 
principle that is against all sense of 
right and justice as understood by a 
majority of the civilized people of the 
earth, as well as many that are not 
civilized. 


When we stop to think and analyze 
these things, we cannot but more 
sfully 
realize the power of thought and how 
it can be manipulated so as to make 
as one mind sixty millions of people, as 
witnescd in the German situation, it 
system of thought of wrong and oppres­ 
sion that has entirely submerged all 
the natural and divine principles with 
which these people and every man, wo­ 
man and child is naturally endowed. 
The kaiser, a few months ago, on the 
occasion of the celebration of his thir­ 
tieth year of rule, told his people that 
"this struggle is between two view­ 
points; either the German principle 
must win, or the Anglo-Saxon principle 
must prevail." 


What he terms, hotvever, the Anglo- 
Saxon principles, date back much fur­ 
ther. These principles were enunciated 
and practiced by Jesus Christ when lie 
was ofa earth, and were established on 
truth and righteousness. 
They have 
prevailed through all these years, and 
must prevail for all time to come. The 
Prussian principles cannot 
win, for 
they represenv degeneration and decad­ 
ence. The French people tell us how in 
the war of 1870, tho Prussian soldier 
did not practice these terrible things 
that they did in .1914. The old men, 
women and childern were not molested 
and violated; the wanton destruction 
of property was not practiced in those 
days. So we sod that the results of the 
habit of thought as expressed by these 
people for tho past forty years has 
caused 
their 
downfall from a once 
powerful and respected nation to the 
most despised, nation on the face of tho 
earth today. These are the results from 
a wrong cause or principle—degenera­ 
tion and decadence—and this principle 


t will be crushed out so that it can 
never raise its head to menace the 
smallest or wcakost nation or individ­ 
ual. 


There is a grand lesson to be learned 
at this time, and we should so adjust 
our thoughts, as individuals and as a 
nation, that we may continue to pro­ 
gress and be regenerated from time to 
time with better and higher thoughts. 
It was no accident that flrew these 
United States into this great struggle. 
We needed this jolt to wake us up to 
our sense of 
peril. 
We had 
gone 
"money-mad." Capital and labor need­ 
ed readjustment; the rich wore getting 
richer and the poor were getting poor­ 
er; the breakers were ahead. 
In 
a 
sense, this struggle is our good fortune, 
and when this business is over, we 
must readjust our own national and 
individual lives along lines that will 
make for peace and happiness to all 
who have helped to bring about these 
better conditions. Happily for us, many 
illumined 
minds have 
reached 
out, 
grasped and recorded a clearer under­ 
standing of the real or worth-while 
things as understood and practiced by 
Jesus Christ, so that today we find our­ 
selves reaching out; we are contemp­ 
lating, concentrating ami meditating as 
never before upon the reality of our 
being. This is spiritual growth and 
progress; we are adjusting here and 
adjusting there, until finally wo will 
git the propyl balance and all good 
things shall be ours. 


This is our divine and natural right; 
anything less results from wrong causes 
or principles, ignorance or false educa­ 
tion. 


Now then, the keynote at this time is 
adjustment — adjustment — the word 
sounds all along the entire line, adjust 
here, adjust there, replace here, replace 
there, with better and higher thought,*; 


adjust and replace our thoughts ami 
lives to the things that are, and do 
away with the old, worn-out thoughts 
and things that were. We have done 
away with them forever; they have had 
their day. Now we arc progressing all 
along the line; we are privileged to 
view and take part in the opening of a 
new 
and 
regenerated 
thought-world 
that will be far superior to that old 
worn-out thought-world. Don't mourn 
over those days gone by, never to re­ 
turn, but rather rejoice that it is your 
blessed privilege to live in the still 
happier days to come, and remember 
that nothing ever goes out of our lives 
but to make room for something better. 
Maybe it's going to be hard for some 
of you to understand this, but some day 
you'll understand. This is true of us 
as individuals as well as a nation, and 
all the nations of the earth. We are 
getting the proper adjustment, and we 
are going ahead with good, construc­ 
tive and progressive 
thoughts—with 
faith, hope, love and courage, realizing 
that back of us and supporting us lies 
the great power of our divinity, direct 
ed by a divine will that accomplishes 
all good things. 


Now I want the individual to grasp 
some of thene big things. I don't give 
a whoop whether you know anything 
about psychology or even the meaning 
of the word, but there are some funda­ 
mental thoughts that I want to get un­ 
der your skin. The great thing for us 
to get out of our thoughts is this little 
personal pronoun " I , " this little, dinky 
part of us called "personal will." It's 
not five per cent of our one hundred 
per cent, perfection. Our creator has 
made us one hundred per cent perfect 
in the true sense of the word. We have 
been given the power to develop every 
faculty needed or desired for carrying 
on our work here, but most of us have 
been content to develop about five per 
cent of our faculties, and tho other 
ninety-five per cent is lying dormant 
and asleep, and we don't wake up until 
some big thing happens to bring out 
these dormant powers. We drift along, 
using our faculties as little as we can, 
influenced by this one and that one, 
blovfn hither and thither. Instead of 
being masters of'our own lives we are 
often mastered by those who have de­ 
veloped a "personal will" that thinks 
only of its own personal, selfish inter­ 
ests, and when we wake up, we find our­ 
selves in about the same position as the 
German people will 
find 
themselves 
shortly, realizing the worth-while tilings 
they have missed. So with us, we may 
have prospered in a material sense; 
huve money and property, and a lot of 
so-called personal power, but in most 
cases we don't get very far along the 
joad to persona] happiness and content­ 
ment. We put in a whole lifetime rush­ 
ing into this und into that, simply to 
accumulate a little more personal power 
and wealth; that little old dinky five 
per cent of us pushes us on, we Jose 
sight of everything but what is con­ 
trolled by our five senses, and then one 
day it's all off—and what are the re­ 
sults T A short newspaper writeup, and 
then we are forgotten. 


Our little narrow viewpoints will not 
go when our boys come back from 
"over there;" they will have seen 
things and will have done things; they 
will have come in contact with tho bost 
and the worst things of life; they will 
have burned into th" matrix of their 
souls the difference between right and 
wrong. It's up to us who remain here 
to get out of our little, narrow view­ 
points; get away from little, petty, 
selfish thoughts; get away from all class 
distinction, and realize that our creator

Tomato growers of Southern 
Califor­

bat a serious infestation of flea-beetles

Secretary Bobert H. Neely of La 
Puente Valley Walnut Growers' Asso­ 
ciation has received an unexpected re­ 
mittance from the California Walnut 
Growers Association of Los Angeles 
amounting to $1,768.45, representing the 
local growers' share of a $37,000 extra 
dividend on the 1917 walnut crop. This 
further payment totals exactly 1 per 
cent of the value of last season's ship­ 
ments from this section, and was ob­ 
tained from the saving in the selling 
expenses of the central association last 
year. 


In making this final distribution, the 
California 
Walnut Growers' Associa­ 
tion has beaten its former excellent 
record in low selling cost. For the past 
several seasons the central association 
has made a charge of 3% per cent for 
marketing the outputs of the local wal­ 
nut growers' associations, but surpris­ 
ing as it may seem in these days of con­ 
stantly increasing costs of doing busi­ 
ness, the selling charge assessed against 
the walnut growers this season has been 
reduced to 2% per cent, which is claim­ 
ed to be the lowest selling charge made 
by any growers' cooperative associa­ 
tions in America, and is purely conclu­ 
sive evidence that the producers of 
California, through their 
cooperative 
associations, are greatly reducing the 
generally wide variance between prices 
received by the producer and paid the 
consumer. 
\ 


On June 8th the central association 
also distributed by check direct to the 
growers a $75,000 surplus accumulated 
in its cull walnut account through re­ 
duced operating costs and premiums 
over opening prices received on some 
sales. 


As final payments based on season'.< 
opening prices on 
culls were made 
some time ago, it goes without saying 
that distribution of this very substan­ 
tial surplus, which brings the average 
paid by the association on all culls to 
11 cents per pound, is very pleasing to 
the grower who before the association 
established cracking plants and created 
a market for California walnut meats, 
considered .himself 
lucky to receive 
three or four cents per pound for his 
eulls.
